Budget Director: Fieger 


Statement Is "Untrue" 
Dear Editor: 

| have received numerous inquiries 
as to the actual total of the state's bud- 
get. | would like to clarify some of the 
inaccurate information that is being dis- 
cussed in the media. 

Inthe Thursday, June 11, 1998 edi- 
tion of The Detroit News, Michigan gu- 
bernatorial candidate Geoffrey Fieger 
was quoted as saying, “The federal 
government says we have $35 billion. 
Mr. Engler's budget shows revenues of 
$21.5 billion. That's adifference of $14.5 
billion. Maybe it's going out the back 
door. Maybe it's not even showing up in 
our budget.” 

His statement is untrue and unnec- 
esSarily inflammatory. 

Let me set the record straight: the 
total state budget for fiscal year 1999 is 
$32 billion, not $21.5 or $35 billion. The 
entire $32 billion is appropriated by the 
Legislature. The budget process is con- 
ducted in full view of the public, debated 
openly by the Legislature, and covered 
extensively by the media. 

These figures can be confirmed by 
the state Treasurer, the nonpartisan 
Legislative Auditor General, the biparti- 
san Legislature, the nonpartisan Fiscal 
offices, and the civil servants who work 
in the state agency budget and ac- 
counting offices — allof whom are knowl- 
edgeable of and accountable for the 
state's budget. Mr. Fieger's suggestions 
of improprieties within state government 
are not only ridiculous, but also insulting 
to hard-working state employees who 
work without political bias.

Police Remind Motorists 


To Obey Bus Signals 
To the Editor: 

With the opening of local schools, 
the Romulus Police Department would 
like to remind motorists that Michigan 
law dictates that all motor vehicles must 
come to a full and complete stop when 
meeting or overtaking a school bus 
which has stopped and is displaying 
two alternatively flashing red signals. 

Our department will continue to 
enforce violations through a two- 
pronged approach. First, we work with 
the schoolbus drivers who forwardcom- 
plaints to our traffic bureau. These com- 
plaints result in citations being issued 
under the Michigan Vehicle Code 
(257.682, subsection 3). Secondly, we 
authorize our officers to work details in 
which they will follow a particular bus or 
work an area of repeated violations. 
This puts the officers in a position to cite 
drivers immediately after they have vio- 
lated the law. 

Our department doesn't accept ex- 
cuses for running bus lights. The likeli- 
hood of a child getting hurt is high, and 
we will continue to do whatever we can 
to prevent something before it happens.
